REASONS Hunbly offered by the Farmers ad 

| Malſters of the Countres of Middleſex, Surrey, 

Eflex, Kent, Suffex, Suffolk and Norffolk, 

Azainſt the Bill For Prohibiting the Diſtilling 
of Spirits and Low Wines from Corn. 


HAT there are Great Quantities of Barley in every 

Year ſo Damaged either by Rain in the Field; or on 
Board of Veſlcls detained by Contrary Winds and 
bad Weather , in going from Port to Port, as it 1s 
thereby ſo much heated , as renders it uncapable 
for any other Uſe but to be Diſtilled. 


IE THAT the laſt Harveſt being very late , and in ſuch unſea- 
ſonable Weather for Houſing of Corn , great Quantities of Barley 
thorowourt all England was fo Damaged , That if Diſtilling thereof 
be Prohibited, it will yield very lictle ; as appears by great Quanti- 
ties of Malt already made from the ſaid Barley , for which the 
Brewers have refuſed and do refuſe to giye Fourteen Shillings per 
Quarter : And the Duty to His Majeſty being Four Shillings per 

Quarter, and Two Shillings per Quarter for Making , the Farmer 
will not: (all Charges deductcd) make Eight Shillings per Quarcer 
for ſuch Barley. 


-M. THAT if Diftilling of Malt be permitted; the Barley afore- 
mentioned may yield from Sixteen Shillings to Eighteen Shillings per 
Quarter ; and although the laſt Years Harveſt was as great for Barley 

and all other Grain , as hath been for many Years paſt; yer one 

Third parc at leaſt of the ſaid Barley is fo much Damaged , that it 
will not with all the Art and Care poſſible make Malt fic tor Brewing, 
. or for any other Uſe but to be Diſtilled. | 


It is therefore hambly hoped , in Conſideration of the Premiſes, 
and the great Loſs and Damage will be ſuſt2ined by the Growers 
of Corn , if Diftilling ſuch Barley be prohibited; and in Con- 

. fideration that the Poor tannot any ways ſuffer thereby, 10 other 

fort of Grain being Diſtilled but Malt made of Barley , this He- 

nourable Houſe , to prevent the great Loſs the Growers of Corn 
will unavoidably ſuffer by ſuch Prohibition , and for the En- 
couragement of Tillage , will be pleaſed to Permit the Diſtilling 
of Malt , under ſuch Reflriftions and Limitations as they in 
their great Wiſdom ſhall think fit and convenient. 
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
